Included in the expenditures of the 
agent, are 250 new tin sap buckets and an evaporator, and an entire 
new sugar house, which cost in all, $211.90, and we feel safe in say- 
ing that the farm now has one of the best arrangements for making 
sugar in town, which can hardly fail of becoming a large source of 
income yearly, if properly managed. The agent has been un- 
der the necessity of getting some few articles of furniture for the 
house, which, together with the repairs and supplies of new farm 
ing tools, cost $50.

REPORT 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Sutton: 


Your School Committee has the honor to present the following 
report of the schools in town : 


Disrricr No. 1. 


The first term of school in this district was taught by Miss Elsie 
L. Cheney, with fair success.. Good attention was paid to reading 
and spelling. Attendance quite irregular. The second term was 
taught by Mr. Warren B. Maxwell. This was the teacher's first 
_ essay as a pedagogue, and he met with gratifying success. 


Disrrictr No. 2. 


Miss Susie E. Smiley taught the first term of this school, and, as: 
usual, gave general satisfaction by her earnest efforts to promote 
the interests of the same. The citizens of this district seem to 
realize thé advantages gained by continuing the services of faith- 
ful servants. Your committee taught the second term. Most of 
the pupils manifested an interest in their studies, and we trust the 
progress made is satisfactory to the district. 


Disrricr No. 3. 


The one term of this little school was taught by Miss Carrie P. 
Watson, of whom, it would be useless for your committee to speak 
in terms of commendation, as her reputation of being a first class 
teacher is so well established. It is a matter of regret, that Miss 
W’s health is such as to preclude her taking charge of some one of 
the larger schools in town. The progress of one little pupil of 
this school was remarkable. 
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Districr No. 4. 


First term was under the tuition of Miss Mary E. Bailey. Miss 
B. is a teacher of considerable experience, and is well fitted for her 
vocation ; she met with her usual success in the management of 
this school. Much patience was required, and it was duly exercis- 
ed by the teacher. 

Mr. Henry A. Rowell had charge of the second term. Owing 
to circumstances, which it is needless to detail in this report, the 
school did not sustain its former reputation ; indeed, we are oblig- 


ed to report it as a failure in some respects. The teacher failed, 


by some means, to secure the confidence and respect of a large por- 
tion of the district, and a lack of co-operation of parents with the 
teacher, made it difficult to achieve success. Some of the pupils 
made good progress and manifested a laudable desire to learn. 


4 District No. 5. 

The single term of school in this district, was taught by your 
committee, who found pupils who were respectful, obedient, and — 
anxious to learn, and who made the teacher’s task one of pleasure. 
We believe the progress made to be fair. ;

The schools in town have generally been successful the past 
year. The teachers, with very few exceptions, have been of a 
good class, and have manifested a disposition to perform their du- 
ties faithfully and conscientiously. In some cases teachers did not 
fill their registers properly ; omitting items of importance, which 
have caused the committee considerable trouble to collect. We 
will call the attention of the prudential committees to chap. 5, see. 
18, Digést of School Laws, which declares that “no teacher is en. 
titled to wages until he has returned his register to the school com- 
mittee and obtained a receipt therefor, which receipt must be de- 
livered to the prudential committee.” A strict adherence to the law 
would save the school committee much trouble and annoyance. We 
would suggest to parents that much good results from Visiting 
schools and encouraging the teachers. A good teacher is desirous - 
of having his work inspected, and one whose work will not bear 
inspection, is unfit for the position. Parents should encourage 
their children to attend school regularly, for regular attendance ig 
essentially necessary to a good school. Ifa teacher does not man- 
age matters in the school room in a manner satisfactory to a par- 
ent, let that parent go to the teacher privately and in a kind and 
friendly way suggest any improvement in his system ; much more 
good will be accomplished so than by public denunciations or un- 
wise speeches in the presence of scholars. We append a table of
